MAIL ORDERS — If you live too far from our nurseries for personal selection, 
we will give your orders our best attention by mail. We operate a complete 
Mail order Department and are staffed and equipped to fill orders sent us by 
mail promptly, carefully and accurately. Please read the following details 
carefully before ordering. 


PAYMENT— Our terms are cash with order, unless arranged otherwise in 
advance, Please send personal check or money order, using order blank en- 
closed in catalog if possible. We ask that you refrain from requesting C.O.D. 
shipment as this adds to cost and often delays delivery. Because of the time 
involved in processing, filling, packing and shipping mail orders, it is not 
possible to accept mail orders totaling less than $5.00. 


SHIPPING METHODS 


PARCEL POST— It is best to ship Parcel Post where orders are small 
(under 70 pounds). Remember that plants packed will weigh more because of 
the packing material. Small balled plants such as Evergreen Azaleas, Heath- 
ers, etc., will weigh packed about 10 pounds each, medium size balled plants 
around 2 feet, about 25 pounds each including boxing; 3 to 6 foot balled plants 
about 50 pounds each packed. Fruit trees packed wrapped in a bale about 10 
pounds each, If unable to estimate approximate weight for Parcel Post then 
add 10% to remittance. If amount for postage sent us is over we will refund, 
if under we will bill balance. We pay the Parcel Post on all bush and climb- 
ing roses. 

EXPRESS COLLECT — All shipments too bulky or heavy for Parcel Post 
will be shipped Express (Auto Freight) collect. Your express man will collect 
from you for the freight. 


PACKING —A charge must be made to cover actual cost of packing any balled 
(or cont.iner) Nursery Stock for shipping. We have had many years’ experience 
in handling goods of this class and pack to insure arrival at destination in good 
condition regardless of distance. For shipping of balled Nursery Stock add 15% 
to cover cost of packing material and packing labor. Roses, Fruit Trees and 
other bare root shrubs are packed without charge. 


PRUNING— All of the stock shipped by us is properly pruned for planting when 
it leaves our nursery. If you wish to prune your own Stock, please advise on 
your order.

In preparing soil, it should be dug about 6 inches deep, harrowed, or 
pulverized with rototiller and graded smoothly. If this is not practical, 
have the ground spaded thoroughly and leveled and raked perfectly smooth. 
If soil is poor it pays to add humus soil. Even with rich soil it is neces- 
sary to add a commercial fertilizer.

They 
are surface feeders and thrive best in a loose deep, friable soil containing 
considerable humus or organic matter and with a mulch of peat moss about 4 
or 5 inches thick or a thick layer of leaves to keep the surface soil around the 
plants moist. Feed in early spring and again 2 or 3 months later, just after 
blooming time, with Malmo Rhododendron Fertilizer.
